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CADDO  ENROLLMENT  LEADER 

Caddo  Parish  is  Northwesttrn's 
leading  contributor  of  students  this 
semester,  according  to  a  oreakdown 
of  fall  enrollment  figures.  For  several 
years,  Caddo  has  been  NSU's  leader 
in  fall  term  enrollment. 

Represented  by  588  women  and  385 
men  for  a  total  of  973,  Caddo  regis- 
tered an  increase  at  Northwestern  of 
110  students  over  last  fall. 

Rapides  Parish  has  the  second  larg- 
est number  of  students  at  Northwest- 
ern with  908,  which  is  an  increase  of 
192  over  tht  fall  of  1971.  Rapides, 
which  led  the  Louisiana  parishes  in 
enrollment  at  NSU  last  spring  semes- 
ter, has  479  men  and  429  women  at 
Northwestern. 

Figures  reveal  that  of  Northwest- 
em's  enrollment  of  6,384  this  semes- 
ter, 6,027  of  the  students  are  from 
Louisiana.  The  Louisiana  students 
majce  up  94  percent  of  the  total  en- 
rollment of  the  university.

Northwestern's  pecan  research  pro- 
gram, one  of  the  most  extensive  in  the 
nation,  was  spotlighted  during  the  an- 
nual Louisiana  Pecan  Festival  at  Col- 
fax during  November. 

Displays  pointing  out  the  accom- 
plishments and  goals  of  the  Northr 
western  research  program  were  open 
during  the  festival,  and  NSU  also 
set  up  an  informational  booth  designed 
to  educate  the  public  on  pecans. 


Dr.  Arthur  Allen,  director  of  pecan 
research  at  Northwestern,  said  NSU 
is  the  only  state  university  in  Loui- 
siana with  an  organized  pecan  pro- 
gram based  on  research,  education 
and  service  to  pecan  growers. 

Northwestern,  working  closely  with 
the  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture 
and  the  Louisiana  Pecan  Growers 
Association,  is  in  its  fifth  year  of 
the  pecan  research  program.  The 
university  has  been  credited  by  pecan 
industry  leaders  with  helping  to  keep 
Louisiana  in  the  "big  four"  pecan 
producing  states  with  Georgia,  Texas 
and  Mississippi.

Demons  Win  Conference  Championship,  Break  25  Records 


The  Gulf  South  Conference  foot- 
ball record  book  will  have  to  be  com- 
pletely rewritten — thanks  mostly  to 
the  efforts  of  Northwestern  State  Uni- 
versity's conference  champs. 

The  Demons,  who  entered  the  two- 
year  old  conference  last  May,  broke 
or  tied  25  league  records  during  the 
year  while  shattering  eight  other  all- 
time  Northwestern  rtcords. 

Thanks  to  a  6-0  conference  record 
and  an  8-2  overall  mark,  Northwest- 
erns'  1972  team  will  go  down  in  De- 
mon history  as  one  of  the  best  teams 
ever. 

Leading  the  record-breaking  assault 
for  the  Demons,  who  were  overlooked 
by  all  bowl  ofticials,  was  senior  half- 
back Donald  Johnson  and  junior  kick- 
ing specialist  Randy  Walker. 

Johnson,  a  172-pound  speedster  out 
of  Thibodaux,  broke  the  NSU  career 
rushing  standard  set  by  1958  AU- 
American  fullback  Charlie  Tolar  of 
2,194.  Johnson  finished  his  brilliant 
career  with  2,253  yards — and  887 
yards  came  during  1972.  The  single 
season  figure  broke  Richard  Ware's 
1970  school  record  of  835  yards. 

Johnson's  84-yard  touchdown  run 
from  scrimmage  against  Delta  State 
and  his  184  yards  rushing  against 
Northeast  Louisiana  are  new  confer- 
ence records.  His  5.6  yard  average 
per  carry  is  also  a  new  league  mark. 

Walker,  who  prepped  at  Bossier 
Kigh,  set  a  school  and  conference 
record  against  Delt  State  this  season 
with  his  49.1  average  on  seven  punts. 
His  longest  punt  was  68  yards,  which 
broke  last  year's  league  record. 

But  Walker  also  did  a  creditable 
job  with  his  placekicking.  He  booted 
a  school  and  conference  record  13 
field  goals  in  19  attempts  and  had 
53  total  points — another  record. 

Senior  quarterback  Lynn  Hebert, 
who  probably  never  thought  he'd 
break  any  records  this  season,  snap- 
ped the  league  record  for  lowest  per- 
centage of  passes  intercepted  (0.27). 
Hebert  completed  24  of  51  passes  this 
season  and  had  only  two  passes  in- 
tercepted. He  also  had  one  touch- 
down pass. 

While  the  Demons  didn't  pass  much, 
they  did  get  plenty  of  crucial  yardage 
through  the  air.  Northwestern  set  a 
new  team  conference  record  for  high- 
est average  gain  per  completion 
(15.3  yards).  Sophomore  split  end 
Reggie  Thompson  helped  the  cause 
with  six  receptions  for  186 — a  31.0 
average  per  catch. 

Sophomore  fullback  Mike  Harter 
also  set  a  new  school  record  for  most 
rushing  attempts  ( 195  in  a  single 
season  and  most  net  yards  rushing 
(719)  by  a  first-year  player.  The  rush- 
ing attempts  by  Harter  broke  the  old 
mark  of  186  by  Ware  in  1970.  Tolar 
held    the    old    record    for    most    net 


rushing  yards  by  a  first  year  player. 

Some  of  Northwestern's  most  not- 
able statistics  that  did  not  make  the 
record  book  came  from  its  defensive 
team.  The  Demon  defense  held  its 
opponents  to  just  81  points  in  10 
games — an  average  of  only  8.1  points 
a  game. 

Junior  safety  John  Kelly  inter- 
cepted   seven    passes,    but    was    two 


short  of  the  single  season  record  of 
nine  set  by  AU-American  Al  Dodd. 
Dodd  stole  nine  passes  in  a  season 
three  times  in  his  four  years. 

"It's  hard  to  realize  that  we  broke 
so  many  records,"  Doherty  said  when 
notified  of  the  feat.  "I  think  its  a 
great  credit  to  the  hard  work  of  our 
kids."

Harter,  Kelly,  Walker  Among  Record  Breakers 


While  Northwestern  State  Univer- 
sity had  its  share  of  individual  stars 
in  1972,  it  was  the  pitchfork-sharp 
Demon  defense  that  lifted  North- 
western to  a  surprising  8-2  overall 
record  and  a  6-0  Gulf  South  Con- 
ference championship  mark. 

The  Demon  defense  led  the  con- 
ferance  and  the  state  in  scorliug 
defense,  allowing  opponents  just  8.1 
points  a  game.  "When  your  defense 
does  a  job  like  that,"  said  Northwest- 
ern Coach  George  Doherty,  "then  it 
makes  it  a  lot  easier  for  the  offense." 

Lightning  quick  nose  guard  Kenny 
Trahant  was  the  leader  of  the  gang- 
tackling  defense  with  112  tackles 
while  linebacker  Gordon  Boogaerts 
and  tackle  Larry  Walls  had  105  and 
96  tackles   respectively. 

Safety  John  Kelly  was  the  leader 
of  an  experienced  Demon  secondary 
that  swiped  14  passes  this  season. 
Kelly  was  the  Gulf  South  Conference 
pass  theft  champion  with  seven  in- 
terceptions. He  returned  those  seven 
passes  for  96  yards.  Cornerback  John 
D^lworth  and  safety  Travis  Smith 
had  two  interceptions  apiece  while 
linebackers  Gordon  Boogaerts  and 
James  White  and  cornerback  Jarvis 
Blinks  had  one  theft  each. 

Offensively,  Northwestern  stayed 
with  its  grinding  ground  game  al- 
most exclusively.  Halfback  Donald 
Johnson  closed  out  a  brilliant  career 
with  887  yards  during  his  senior 
year  for  a  5.6  yard  average  per  carry. 
He  scored  six  touchdowns.  Johnson 
is  NSU's  career  rushing  record  holder 
with  2,253  yards.  His  887  yards  rush- 
ing this  season  is  also  a  new  school 
record. 


Providing  the  Demons  with  a  power- 
ful inside  runner  was  sophomore  full- 
back Mike  Harter,  who  exceeded  all 
expectations.  Harter  gained  more 
yards  rushing  (719)  than  any  first- 
year  player  in  Northwestern  history. 
He  also  broke  Richard  Ware's  1970 
school  record  of  186  rushing  attempts 
in  a  single  season.  Harter  carried  the 
ball  a  workhorse  195  times  and  had 
a  3.7  average  per  carry.  He  also  scored 
six  touchdowns. 

Sophomore  Mario  Cage  and  Joe 
Beck  Payne  also  provided  Northwest- 
ern with  crucial  rushing  yardage. 
Cage  saw  duty  as  Johnson's  backup 
man  and  gained  197  yards  for  a  3.5 
average  while  Payne  got  154  yards 
for  a  4.4  average  from  his  starting 
wingback  slot. 

Senior  quarterback  Lynn  Hebert 
directed  the  Demon  offense.  He  com- 
pleted 24  of  51  passes  for  377  yards 
and  one  touchdowns  with  two  inter- 
ceptions. Wilton  Cox  completed  nine 
of  23  passes  for  127  yards  and  two 
touchdowns. 

Sophomore  Reggie  Thompson  was 
Northwestern's  top  receiver  with  186 
yards  on  six  receptions  for  two  touch- 
downs. Stanley  Brouillette,  Skipper 
Morgan,  Dennis  Smith  and  Johnson 
caught  five  passes  apiece  while  Payne 
had  three  receptions. 

Junior  kicking  specialist  Randy 
Walker  of  Bossier  City  was  the  De- 
mons' leading  scorer  with  53  points, 
most  ever  in  a  single  season  by  a 
Northwestern  kicker.  Walker  booted 
13  field  goals  in  19  attempts  and 
added  14  of  17  extra  points.  He  also 
averaged  41.1  yards  on  60  punts  this 
season. 


Vernon  Wilson  Will  Lead  Demons  Info  Basketball  War 


All-American  Candidate    Vernon  Wilson 


Cross-Country  Runners  Win  Conference  Crown 


Northwestern  State  University's 
brilliant  cross  country  team  capped 
an  outstanding  season  by  capturing 
the  Gulf  South  Conference  champion- 
ship at  Troy,  Ala.  several  weeks  ago. 

"We  accomplished  exactly  what  we 
set  out  to  do  prior  to  the  season," 
said  Coach  Jerry  Dyes.  "We  wanted 
to  have  a  turnaround  from  last  year's 
team  and  win  the  conference  champ- 
ionship." 

Northwestern,  which  has  not  won  a 
cross  country  meet  in  several  years 
prior  to  1972,  raced  past  all  Loui- 
siana competition  and  several  South- 
eastern and  Southwest  Conference 
opponents  this  season  in  posting  a 
9-2  meet  record.  The  two  losses  came 
in  national  meets. 

"We're  not  a  bit  ashamed  of  those 


two  losses,"  said  Dyes.  "Our  kids 
were  just  worn  out  by  the  time  the 
national  meets  rolled  around.  We'll 
be  prepared  next  season." 

The  Demons  finished  21st  in  a 
field  of  90  teams  for  the  NCAA  col- 
lege division  championship  at  Wheat- 
on.  111.  and  copped  25th  place  in  a 
field  of  41  teams  in  the  NAIA  nat- 
iona  meet  at  Liberty,  Mo. 

Sophomore  David  McLeod  of  Ar- 
lington, Tex.  was  named  to  the  all- 
conference  team.  Other  members  of 
NSU's  conference  champs  are  fresh- 
men Leo  Gatson  of  Marshall,  Tex., 
Frank  Trammel  of  New  Orleans,  Phil- 
lip McAndrew  and  John  Been  of  New 
Lenox,  111.  and  Randy  Moore  of 
Shreveport  and  sophomore  Mark 
Borel  of  Jeannerette. 


On  the  strength  of  Vernon  Wilson's 
all-around  play  and  shooting,  North 
western  State's  basketball  team 
showed  signs  in  the  first  part  of  the 
season  that  it  will  be  a  team  to  be 
reckoned  with  in  the  final  tw.)  months 
of  the  campaign. 

Demon  Coach  Tynes  Hildebrand 
has  two  new  players  on  his  roster 
that  missed  the  first  eight  games  of 
the  season  while  they  were  establish- 
ing their  eligibility. 

Reginald  Grace,  a  frfoot-?,  230- 
pound  sophomore  who  prepped  at 
Southern  Lab  in  Baton  Rouge,  is  ex- 
pected to  give  the  Demons  that  strong, 
big  man  inside.  Grace  transferred  to 
Northwestern  this  summer  and  com- 
pleted 24  hours  during  the  summer 
and   fall  semesters. 

Also  joining  the  team  for  the  sec- 
ond semester  is  freshman  forward 
Nelson  Sanders,  a  6-foot-5  forward 
out  of  Palmetto,  Fla.  Sanders  has 
been  in  the  army  for  the  past  four 
years,  but  was  an  all-state  player  at 
Lincoln  Memorial  High  School. 

Wilson,  an  All-American  candidate, 
has  been  teaming  at  guard  with  Tynes 
Hildebrand  Jr.,  son  of  the  coach,  and 
Greg  Procell,  the  former  Ebarb  High 
School  All-American  who  still  holds 
the  national  prep  scoring  record  for 
a  career.  Junior  Randy  Prather  of 
Crowley  has  also  seen  considerable 
action  at  guard  for  the  Demons. 

Handling  most  of  the  duties  at 
forward  are  6-foot-5  senior  Perry  Ball 
of  Baton  Rouge,  6-foot-3  sophomore 
Edward  Johnson  of  Natchitoches, 
6-foot4  sophomore  Roger  Bryant  of 
Many,  6-foot-8  sophomore  Steve  Bud- 
de  of  Arabi,  6-foot-4  freshman  Daryel 
Forney  of  Ruston,  and  Stanley  Self 
(6-7)   of  Florien. 

Senior  center  John  Hill  (6-5)  of 
Mudville,  Tenn.  broke  his  leg  in 
pre-season  practice  but  is  expected 
back  in  top  form  for  the  second  half 
of  the  season. 

Members  of  Northwestern's  fresh- 
man team  are  Bobby  Arthur  (6-2) 
of  Houston,  Tex.,  Ted  Sumner  (6-4) 
of  Baton  Rouge,  Cecil  Thibodaux  (6-3) 
of  Opelousas,  Danny  Cage  (6-1)  of 
Jonesboro-Hodge  and  Wayne  Alford 
(5-9)  of  Alexandria. 

"We  think  we're  going  to  be  a 
much  stronger  team  in  the  second 
half  of  the  season,"  Hildebrand  said. 
"We  knew  all  along  that  our  kids 
were  facing  a  tough  schedule  early 
in  the  year.  We  think  we'll  be  able 
to  hold  our  own  against  anybody  with 
the  new  additions  to  our  squad." 


Retired  School  Teacher  Enjoying  Role  As  Social  Worker 


RICHMOND,  VA.— Miss  Rosalie 
Harper,  a  1916  graduate  of  Normal, 
says  she  has  been  led  to  disapprove 
of  too  much  permissiveness.  Instead, 
she  believes  in  benign  authority 
and  says  it  never  hurts  a  child  to 
go  to  court  and  learn  that  he  is  gov- 
erned by  laws,  like  a  school  attend- 
ance law. 

One  little  incident  that  occurred 
which  is  symbolic  of  Miss  Harper's 
life  and  its  rewards  came  one  day 
when  a  young  woman  ran  up  to  her 
and  said,  "Oh,  Miss  Harper,  I  hope 
you  will  remember  me.  I  have  made 
something  of  myself." 

Miss  Harper  has  felt  the  love  of  the 
children  with  whom  she  has  worked, 
even  after  retiring  from  the  Rich- 
mond Public  Schools  six  years  ago, 
ending  38  years  with  the  school  sys- 
tem. When  she  retired,  she  was 
director  of  the  visiting  teacher  pro- 
gram. 

Now  she's  a  volunteer  social  worker 
for  the  Centenary  Methodist  Church 
in  Richmond. 

It  is  said  that  Rosalie  and  "Ara- 
bella," her  nine-year  old  car,  come 
downtown  every  morning  to  hold  a 
conference  with  the  pastor  of  the 
church  to  see  what  needs  to  be  done 
for  whom.  Then  she  and  "Arabella" 
take  off  on  their  mission  of  aid  and 
cheer.  Her  subjects  are  usually 
shut-ins. 

"I  have  broadened  the  scope  of  my 
talents  since  coming  with  the  church," 
says  Miss  Harper.  "I  have  planned 
funerals  where  it  was  necessary, 
written  one  will,  probated  another, 
but  when  asked  to  sell  some  property 
in  North  Carolina,  I  was  stuck. 

"There  are  so  many  angles  to  such  a 
job  but  there  is  great  emotional  satis- 
faction in  all  that  one  does.  More  than 
in  any  other  work  I  have  done,  this 
one  provides  the  most  appreciation." 

The  minister  of  the  Centenary 
Church  describes  her  work  in  this 
way:  "She  specializes  in  the  unspec- 
tacular." Miss  Harper  says,  "My  case 
load  is  made  up  largely  of  those  no 
longer  in  the  main  stream  plus  the 
young  married  couples  and  their  child- 
ren. The  latter  makes  for  a  nice  bal- 
ance and  keeps  the  job  from  being 
too  depressing." 

She  doesn't  receive  a  salary  for  her 
full-time  service  as  a  church  worker 
and  probably  would  not  take  one  if 
it  were  offered  to  her.  "I'm  not 
working  for  nothing,"  Rosalie  said. 
"The  church  does  so  much  for  you 
emotionally.  There's  so  much  appre- 
ciation." 

Before  launching  her  great  career 
as  a  visiting  teacher,  Rosalie  was  a 
Red  Cross  disaster  worker  in  the 
Deep  South.  She  was  wearing  the 
armor  of  the  Red  Cross  when  a  hur- 
ricane   struck    along    Bayou    Terre-

bonne  and  again  when  one  hit  Miami 
and  all  of  Florida  on  the  east  coast. 

She  recalled  that  she  was  about  to 
be  jobless  when  the  Mississippi  over- 
flow of  1927  occurred.  "Hastily  I  re- 
turned to  the  Red  Cross  and  to  Loui- 
siana where  I  spent  a  year  in  St. 
Martinville,"  she  said.  "It  was  a  great 
experience,  for  I  combed  those  woods 
day  by  day  and  learned  much  about 
the  Cajuns;  their  ways  of  living, 
their  ambitions,  if  any,  and  many 
other  things." 

But  because  of  excellent  training 
she  will  never  run  out  of  memories 
as  a  visiting  teacher. 

"Visiting  teachers  are  there  to  get 
children  in  school,  to  keep  them  there, 
to  bring  information  about  their  lives 
and  families  to  the  teachers  so  that 
they  may  better  understand  the  child- 
ren," said  Rosalie.  "They  are  skilled 
in  the  knowledge  of  human  growth 
and  development;  they  know  how  to 
give  appropriate  tests  in  order  to 
place  children  in  the  classes  where 
they  can  achieve." 

When  she  was  director  of  attend- 
ance at  Richmond  she  found  that  many 
parents  have  become  stronger  by  hav- 
ing to  niake  sure  on  their  own  that 
their  children  got  to  school.  The  re- 
sponsibility hasn't  been  easy  for  the 
parents,  Rosalie  admits.  "Many  par- 
ents love  their  children  well  but  not 
wisely.  Too  many  children  make  their 


own  decisions  about  whether  they  will 
go  to  school." 

Although  a  wider  and  more  varied 
curriculum  is  increasing  a  school's 
holding  power  with  children,  Rosa- 
lie says  that  too  often  the  answer  to 
attendance  problems  lies  in  the  home 
rather  than  the  school.  "The  more 
you  accomplish  with  warmth  and  un- 
derstanding the  more  holding  power 
you  have  on  your  children,"  she  said. 

"I  have  often  said  that  the  future 
criminals  can  be  spotted  in  the  first 
grade  and  with  authority  I  can  now 
tell  you  that  largely  is  true,"  Rosalie 
sadly  admits.  "How  I  wish  I  could  give 
you  the  answer  for  these  children 
and  how  I  hope  the  breakthrough  is 
not  too  far  distant. 

"We  cannot  remove  all  the  children 
from  the  homes  we  may  consider  un- 
desirable, for  often  our  judgement 
is  wrong.  There  is  much  loyalty  with 
children  to  parents  and  to  their  homes 
in  practically  every  situation. 

"The  most  striking  example  I  have 
ever  known  was  a  man  who,  as  a  boy, 
was  completely  rejected  and  neglected 
by  his  mother.  He  knew  that  I  knew 
all  about  his  childhood,  so  he  was 
reviewing  his  early  years  for  me.  He 
conclud'Cd  by  saying,  'I  am  going  to 
see  to  It  that  my  child  has  a  better 
life  than  I  had.'  My  response  was, 
'What  did  you  name  your  baby?'  The 
reply  was,  'I  named  it  after  my 
mother."

Is  Challenging,  Says  Hazel  Haby 


HOUSTON,  Tex.— During  the  era 
3f  the  heart  transplantation  program 
at  the  Texas  Heart  Institute  of  St. 
Luke's  Episcopal  and  Texas  Children's 
Hospital  in  Houston  in  1968  and  1969, 
Hazel  Haby,  Assistant  Director  of 
Public  Relations  for  the  three-institu- 
tion complex,  was  part  of  a  furious 
[activity  that  few  hospitals  in  the 
world  have  ever  been  confronted  with. 

Hazel,  who  in  private  life  is  Mrs. 
George  H.  Haby,  Jr.,  graduated  from 
Northwestern  in  1942.  Since  1962,  she 
has  been  the  Assistant  Director  of 
Public  Relations  at  St.  Luke's  Episco- 
pal Hospital,  Texas  Children's  Hospi- 
tal and  the  Texas  Heart  Institute. 

"The  job  requires  establishing  and 
maintaining  rapport  with  representa- 
tives of  all  press  media — radio,  tele- 
vision, magazines  and  newspapers  on 
a  local,  national  and  international 
basis,"  Hazel  said.  "The  job  also  re- 
quires the  writing  of  press  releases 
and  setting  up  press  conferences." 

According  to  WATCH  magazine, 
I  the  official  publication  of  the  Texas 
Children's  Hospital,  the  furious  activ- 
ity which  involved  Hazel  actually 
began  May  3,  1968,  when  Dr.  Denton 
A.  Cooley,  Chief  of  Cardiovascular 
surgery  at  the  hospitals  and  Profes- 
sor of  Surgery  at  Baylor  University 
College  of  Medicine,  attained  interna- 
tional news  prominence  with  his 
heart  transplants. 

On  May  3,  the  heart  of  a  15-year 
old  girl  was  transferred  to  47-year- 
old  Everett  C.  Thomas,  who  became 
the  first  patient  in  the  world  ever  to 
recover  from  a  heart  transplant  opora- 
tion  and  return  to  gainful  employ- 
ment. Beginning  in  the  early  morn- 
ing hours,  the  switchboard  of  St. 
Luke's  and  Texas  Children's  Hospi- 
tals became  jammed  with  incoming 
press  calls  which  have  persisted 
around  the  clock,  days,  nights,  week- 
ends and  holidays  ever  since.

Charged  with  the  responsibility  of 
receiving  press  calls  from  the  news 
media  were  the  two  members  of  the 
Hospitals'  Public  Relations  Depart- 
ment,  Lois   Hill   and   Hazel   Haby. 

In  addition  to  preparing  news  re- 
leases and  answering  press  calls,  the 
Public  Relations  Department  has  been 
responsible  for  setting  up  press  con- 
ferences of  local  newspapers,  televis- 
ion and  radio  stations  and  the  wire 
services  of  the  Associated  Press  and 
United  Press  International  after  each 
of  the  first  few  heart  transplant 
operations. 

By  Aug.  19,  the  furor  had  subsided 
and  a  new  breed  of  newsmen  entered. 
These  were  the  researchers  interested 
in  detailed  features,  as  well  as  film 
presentations  dealing  with  the  larg- 
est series  of  heart  transplants  in  the 
world. 

One  visiting  journalist,  Harry  Wi- 
lensky  of  the  St.  Louis  Post  Dispatch, 
wrote:  "Last  week  I  was  in  Houston 
getting  material  for  a  series  of  articles 
on  heart  transplants.  For  two  days  I 
worked  with  Mrs.  Lois  Hill  and  Mrs. 
Hazel  Haby  in  the  public  relations  of- 
fice, going  over  a  mass  of  material 
in  their  files,  taking  a  lot  of  notes 
and  asking  I  don't  know  how  many 
questions. 

"In  40  years  of  newspaper  report- 
ing I  have  gone  into  many  hospitals; 
I  have  never  seen  an  informational 
service  to  compare  with  the  one  at 
St.  Luke's.  Scientific  knowledge,  the 
ability  to  translate  the  technical  in 
everyday  language,  patience,  tact — 
these  are  rare  enough  singly,  and  to 
find  them  all  combined  is  really 
remarkable. 

"I  know  that  such  a  setup  doesn't 
just  happen.  Someone  has  done  a  real 
job  of  staffing  and  administration." 

Mrs.  Haby  earned  her  B.S.  degree 
in  Business  Administration  and  Com- 
mercial Education.  In  her  junior  year 
at  Northwestern,  she  worked  actively 
with  the  campus  newspaper  and  was 
its  Business  Manager  during  her  senior 
year.  She  was  named  Editor  of  the 
Pi  Omega  Pi  News,  intrafraternity 
newsletter. 

Hazel  has  been  married  since 
November,  1949,  to  George  H.  Haby, 
Jr.,  a  graduate  of  Texas  A&M  Uni- 
versity, who  is  associated  with  Su- 
perior Oil  Company.  They  have  two 
sons;  Michael,  19,  who  is  a  junior  at 
A&M,  majoring  in  Marketing,  and 
Nicholas,  17,  a  senior  at  Sharpstown 
High  School.  Both  boys  while  no 
longer  active  in  Boy  Scout  work  at- 
tained the  rank  of  Eagle  Scout  by  the 
time  they  were  14  years  old.

Teaching    Military 
Rewarding,    Enrich 

Words  of  encouragement  and  the 
blessings  from  a  mother  have  not 
steered  many  people  in  the  wrong 
direction.  A  telephone  conservation 
with  her  mother  was  all  lona  Lane- 
Burslem  needed  to  launch  herself  on 
a  20-year  career  as  an  overseas  teacher 
in  military  dependents  schools. 

This  brilliant  career  for  lona  began 
one  day  when  a  man  whose  identy  has 
been  forgotten  strolled  on  the  campus 
of  Louisiana  State  University  in  1950 
scouting  for  teachers  to  go  overseas. 

At  that  time  lona,  a  1942  graduate 
of  Northwestern,  was  working  to- 
wards a  master's  degree  from  LSU 
when  she  was  recommended  for  an 
overseas  teaching  position.  At  first 
she  seemed  a  little  apprehensive,  be- 
cause the  reason  she  was  at  LSU  was 
because  she  didn't  want  to  be  trans- 
ferred from  California  to  New  York 
as   a   secretary   for  General   Electric. 

That's  when  lona  called  her  mother, 
Mrs.  J.  W.  C.  Sutton  of  Natchitoches, 
for  counsel.  "I  told  lona  the  decision 
was  up  to  her,"  said  Mrs.  Sutton. 
"I  wanted  her  to  go  since  this  would 
give  her  an  opportunity  to  travel. 
I  told  her  that  since  the  government 
was  paying  for  it,  she  should  go." 

Zona  went  on  the  wings  of  a  two- 
year  contract  that  she  has  never 
stopped  renewing.  The  rewards  have 
been  plentiful  and  personal.  She  mar- 
ried an  Englishman,  Eric  Lane-Bur- 
slem,  in  1964  while  in  London. 

lona  has  been  teaching  in  the  Armed 
Forces  Dependents  School  in  England 
for  12  years.  Prior  to  that  she  taught 
in  Germany  and  in  Morocco.  "It  has 
been  a  wonderful  experience  and  I 
have  enjoyed  every  country  I  have 
been  in,"  said  lona,  who  will  work 
on  her  doctorate  this  summer  at 
Northwestern,  at  the  government's 
expense.  "There  is  always  something 
different,  something  unique  and  un- 
usual, also  something  a  little  frustrat- 
ing— but  always  delightful." 

According  to  lona,  there  are  211 
military  dependents  schools  spred 
over  9,000,000  square  miles,  with  a 
total  enrollment  of  approximately 
120,600  students,  "making  us  the  21st 
largest  American  school  system,"  she 
said. 

For  the  last  dozen  years,  lona  has 
been  teaching  in  the  London  school 
where  the  students'  parents  are  with 
the  military,  State  Department  and 
even  in  private  industry  in  and  around 
London.  "Because  of  their  location 
many  of  these  children  and  the 
school  take  advantage  of  the  cultural

offerings  which  abound  in  such  a 
country  as  England  with  London  and 
other  great  cities  giving  much  plea- 
sure," she  added. 

This  year  the  3rd  Air  Force  moved 
its  headquarters  from  West  London — 
where  it  had  been  since  the  late 
1940's.  "I  took  this  opportunity  of 
getting  transferred  to  the  American 
Air  Force  School  at  Upper  Heyford, 
near  Oxford,  in  the  beautiful  Cots- 
wold  Hills,"  said  lona.  "The  base  is  a 
front  line  NATO  (North  Atlantic 
Treaty  Organization)  operational  unit 
flying   Fill    Starfighters." 

lona  said  that  there  are  15,000 
Americans  in  the  area  where  she  now 
teaches.  "Teenagers  today  are  the 
same  all  over  the  world,"  she  added. 
"Some  have  long  hair;  some  have 
short  hair;  some  are  stylishly  sloppy; 
some  are  stylishly  unsloppy;  some 
wear  mini  skirts;  some  wear  maxi 
skirts.  It's  a  typical  high  school  cam- 
pus." lona  said  she  hade  outstanding 
students,  average  students  and  some 
who  were  just  "turned  off." 

Most  military  sponsored  children, 
according  to  lona,  adjust  ea,sily  to 
being  abroad.  "Invariably,  she  says, 
"we  get  a  few  who  find  it  dif- 
ficult to  adjust  to  living  and  going 
to  school  abroad.  The  cause  of  this 
is  family  instability  and  would  likely 
be  the  same  even  in  a  stateside 
school." 

A  few  days  before  school  com- 
menced this  year  she  was  asked  to 
pilot  a  course  in  English  history  for 
junior  high  students.  "Having  taught 
American  history  for  many  years," 
said  lona,  "I  found  this  a  worthwhile 
challenging  assignment.  Owing  to  the 


short  notice,  this  required  some  quick 
visits  to  the  Oxford  book  shops.  This 
in  itself  is  a  fascinating  experience." 

She  also  got  her  English  husband 
to  record  on  tape  some  of  the  essen- 
tially "English"  pieces  of  history. 
"Having  a  very  English  voice,"  said 
lona,  "he  has  managed  to  make  the 
duller  parts  of  Stonehenge  sound 
interesting  to  an  American  13-year 
old.  The  students  say  to  me,  'When 
are  we  going  to  hear  that  English 
bloke  again.'  " 

Like  every  teacher  who  loves  teach- 
ing, lona  gets  involved  with  her  stu- 
dents. "I  insist  on  good  discipline  and 
good  manners  because  these  two 
things  are  the  most  important  part  of 
a  child's  upbringing  in  a  foreign  coun- 
try," she  said.  "If  they  have  these 
two  qualities,  they  earn  the  respect 
of  all  around  them.  We  are  encour- 
aged to  be  a  part  of  the  community 
where  we  are  teaching  and  I  am  hap- 
py to  say  that  I  took  this  seriously 
some  eight  years  ago  and  married 
an  Englishman." 

lona  and  Eric,  who  is  described 
by  his  wife  as  the  busiest  retired 
Englishman  on  the  island,  recently 
bought  a  Cotswold  stone  house  that 
is  more  than  200  years  old  in  the 
village  of  Hook  Norton.  They  are  re- 
storing it  in  a  practical  Anglo-Ameri- 
can way  .  .  .  "the  character  of  the 
house  being  Anglo,  the  comforts  be- 
ing American."
